T lhroughout the fabric of Walt 
Disney entertainment runs a 
bright thread of education. Walt 
was a teacher, whether he knew it or 
not, with the knack of making facts 
fascinating. One of his earliest projects 
was “Tommy Tucker’s Tooth,” an in¬ 
formative film promoting dental 
health. His epic vision was EPCOT 
Center, a billion-dollar proving 
ground for prototype concepts and 
technologies. During the years be¬ 
tween, he produced every conceivable 
kind of instructive entertainment. 

“People have a huge appetite 
for knowledge,” he said, then set 
about doing his best to satisfy their 
craving. 

World War II gave him a chance to 
make educational films on a grand 
scale. From 1942 through 1945 the 
Disney Studio turned out 75 films for 
the armed forces. Walt welcomed the 
challenge of interpreting complex 
subjects in a compelling and en¬ 
lightening way. He produced subjects 
like “Weather at War” for the Navy, 
“Fundamentals of Artillery Weapons” 


for the Army, and “Attack in the Pa¬ 
cific” for the Office of War Informa¬ 
tion. They were so successful that the 
government ordered several public 
service films from Disney, and a war¬ 
time propaganda cartoon starring 
Donald Duck, “Der Fuehrer’s Face,” 
won an Academy Award. 

“People have a

“The cartoon is an ideal medium for 
teaching,” Walt said. “It should be used 
for opening people’s minds and meet¬ 
ing their needs.” In 1943 he made “Vic¬ 
tory Through Air Power,” an advocacy 
film based on a book by Major Alex¬ 
ander P. de Seversky. It was run for 
Winston Churchill, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the American Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. This played an impor¬ 
tant role in the critical decision to give 
the D-Day invasion sufficient air 
power. 


Walt’s awareness of life and the 
world around him was reflected in 
everything he did, and television in 
the 1950s provided him with his next 
chance to develop innovative educa¬ 
tional films. 

“Now we’re able to work closer to 
the entertainment appetite of the pub¬ 
lic,” Walt said, “and TV is opening new 
avenues for me.” One of them pointed 
to outer space. Walt invited rocket sci¬ 
entist Wernher von Braun, physicist 
Heinz Haber and space historian Willy 
Ley to collaborate on the spellbinding 
“Man in Space,” which helped give 
America the push it needed to begin 
exploring the universe. “Our Friend 
the Atom” explained nuclear power. 
“Donald in Mathmagic Land” stimu¬ 
lated interest in mathematics and, 
Walt agreed, “turned out very well.” 

“School-age youngsters are capable 
of absorbing and retaining a tremen¬ 
dous amount of learning,” Walt noted, 
and in 1955 he introduced “The Mic¬ 
key Mouse Club,” a new concept in 
children’s television programming. 
Daily serials were based on children’s

books. Jiminy Cricket gave entertain¬ 
ing, instructive lectures on hygiene 
and safety. There was a Mickey Mouse 
Newsreel of timely topics presented 
from a schoolchild’s point of view. The 
Mouseketeers introduced features on 
natural science, musicology, pop art, 
history and whatever else might tickle 
a youngster’s curiosity. 

With the opening of Disneyland in 
July of 1955, Walt found still another

way to popularize educational sub¬ 
jects. Many of the attractions were, 
and are, informative. “America Sings” 
celebrates in song the changing Amer¬ 
ican scene. “America the Beautiful” is 
a cross-country excursion in 360° 
Circle-Vision photography. “Journey 
Through Inner Space” is a realistic 


trip within a molecule to the center of 
an atom. 

In recent years Disney’s commit¬ 
ment to education has expanded 
greatly. Walt Disney World, with its 
Magic Kingdom and monumental 
EPCOT Center, and Tokyo Disney¬ 
land are forums where the 
richness and diversity of 
our universe are high¬ 
lighted. 

The commitment con¬ 
tinues with The Disney 
Channel, where program¬ 
ming is frequently chosen 
for its educational value. 

One such program is^TheEdison 
Twins” a dramatic series combining 
scientific facts with fictional adven¬ 
tures (see page 19) which premieres 
March 3. Also this month The 
Disney Channel features 
“Miracles of Spring,” 
from the Acad¬ 
emy Award¬ 
winning 
True-Life 
Adven¬ 


tures; “Roger Whittaker in Kenya,” a mu¬ 
sical safari in East Africa; “The Conquest 
of Everest,’’depicting the first ascent of 
the world’s highest mountain; and “The 
Explorers,” in which filmmak¬ 
er Ed Lark visits Sri Lanka. 

Daily shows such 
as “New! Animal 
World” and

DISNEY CHANNEL 
STARS FIND GOLD AT 
RAINBOW’S END

F ew actors are so identified with one 
role as Sean Connery with James 
Bond, but it took a bit o’ Irish luck to 
land him the part. 

“Albert Broccoli (co-producer of the 
Bond pictures) was viewing films in his 
search for Bond. He saw me in ‘Darby 
O’Gill and the Little People’,” explained 
Connery. “He thought I might qualify 
and called in his wife Dana. She told him, 
‘Why, that is James Bond’.” 

And so the most potent romantic role 
in Disney film history to that point— 
Michael McBride in “Darby O’Gill and 
the Little People”—helped turn the 
burly Scotsman into a major interna¬ 
tional star. 

Connery visited America for the first 
time while shooting “Darby O’Gill” at the 
Disney Studios in 1958. His next visit to 
these shores four years later was for the 
first Bond film, “Dr. No.” A little lepre¬ 
chaun magic had rubbed off. 

After six rounds as 007, Connery dis¬ 
tinguished himself in a series of non- 
Bond films before finally returning to 
Bondage in last year’s spectacularly suc¬ 
cessful “Never Say Never Again,” his 41st 
feature film. 

He lives far from the tinsel in a villa 
overlooking the sea on Spain’s Costa del 
Sol with his French-Moroccan wife 
Micheline. She is a painter, while the 
rugged Connery is an avid reader who 
enjoys golf and chess. 


I n the 10 years since his last film for 
Walt Disney, Kurt Russell has 
achieved success beyond most child 
stars. In January he was nominated for a 
Golden Globe for his work in “Silkwood,” 
and “Swing Shift”—his new film with 
Goldie Hawn—has just been released. 

When he signed with Disney at 13, 
Kurt was a veteran of his own TV series 
(“The Travels of Jaimie McPheeters”) 
and a movie, “It Happened at the World’s 
Fair,” with Elvis Presley. 

“That was my real heyday at Disney,” 
Kurt recalls. “There were always a lot of 
people around, and because I was so 
young I was treated like one of theirs for 
a long time. I used to see Walt at lunch 
and we played ping pong once in a while.” 

Kurt did 10 films for Disney, two of 
which—“The Spy Busters” and “The 
Barefoot Executive”—air this month 
exclusively on The Disney Channel. 
Then he moved on. 

“As I got older, I became more in¬ 
volved in the finished script and wanted 
to do different sorts of characters. It was 
a very normal parting for me,” he says. 

“I was also playing ball at the time 
[Kurt was a minor league second- 
baseman until a shoulder injury forced 
him to concentrate on acting] and that 
took up a lot of my time.” 

Kurt hopes to write screenplays and 
produce his own films. He divides his 
free time between a home in Pacific Pali¬ 
sades and the ski slopes of Colorado.

What about working with her co-star, 
Australian actress Liz Burch, who plays 
Kate Wallace? 

“It’s funny because she’s five two and 
I’m five ten. They usually put her closer 
to the camera, though I’m sure she’d 
rather have them dig a hole for me,” says 
Louise with a laugh. 

“Lizzie’s feisty, always got the dukes 
up. We complement each other person¬ 
ally like Maggie and Kate on the show.” 

After spending Christmas at home in 
Woodland Hills (Calif.), Louise is back 
Down Under shooting the next 13 
episodes in The Disney Channel exclu¬ 
sive hit series.

Charlie Chaplin is the 
homeless, nameless Little 
Tramp who innocently 
causes a lovely blind flower 
girl to believe he’s wealthy. 
Smitten by her beauty, he 
hands her his last coin. 

That night he saves a 
drunken millionaire from 
drowning; in gratitude the 
fellow takes Charlie to his 
mansion. Next day Char¬ 
lie’s host throws him out. 

Sober, the millionaire 
neither knows nor cares for 
the ragged Tramp. Drunk, 
he embraces him as a 
bosom friend. This con¬ 
tinues off and on while 
Charlie tries in various 
wistfully funny ways to 
raise money for an opera- 


Charlie Chaplin began 
shooting “City Lights” in 
March, 1928, and ended 
two years later with pre- 
Depression production 
costs of $2 million. Be- 
tweentimes he was tor¬ 
mented by any number of 
technical and artistic 
problems. But when the 
picture was finally re¬ 
leased in February, 1931, 
it was an astonishing suc¬ 
cess. When “City Lights” 
was reissued in 1950, Time 
called it “the greatest film 
of this or any other year.” 

As usual Chaplin 
worked without a script, 
constantly searching, for 
comic ideas and improvis¬ 
ing scenes. He was the 
boss, and as writer, di¬ 
rector, producer, com¬ 
poser, star and tireless 
perfectionist, Chaplin 
blithely did it his way. He 
shot 800,000 feet of film 
(130 hours) to get the 
9,000 feet comprising 
“City Lights,” and packed 
his acknowledged genius 
into its 87 minutes of 
screen time. An early 
scene in which the Little 
Tramp gives the blind 
flower girl his last cent 
took Five days of repeated 
shooting to perfect. 

By the time sound 
came to films in the mid- 
1920s, Chaplin was a 
reigning silent picture 
star. He was convinced 
that his Little Tramp 
should never talk, and 
daringly decided to make 
“City Lights” without 
dialogue. He designed it 
as “a comedy romance in 
pantomime,” accom¬ 
panied by music com¬ 
posed almost entirely by 
himself. In doing so he 
wore out the patience of 
three veteran composer- 
conductors he had hired 
for assistance, but wound 
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“The greatest film 
of this or any year!’

tion to give the blind girl 
sight. 

“City Lights” has been 
described as Chaplin’s 
greatest film. “It is ex¬ 
cruciatingly funny and ter¬ 
ribly touching,” according 
to critic Irene Thirer. “It 
makes you chuckle hysteri¬ 
cally. ..yet occasionally you 
find little hurty lumps in 
your throat.” Its final scene 
has been praised as one of 
the most moving and sub¬ 
lime moments in film his¬ 
tory. “No other screen 
comedian has ever pro¬ 
duced a single moment so 
memorable,” writes film 
critic Leonard Maltin.

up with a marvelous 
soundtrack of waltzes, 
tangos, two-steps and 
richly romantic musical 
themes. 

Chaplin was far more 
comfortable in front of 
the camera. More than 
any other comedian, he 
knew when to mix laugh¬ 
ter with tears. “Never un¬ 
derestimate the wonder 
of Charlie’s eyes,” writes a 
critic. “His eyes are what 
make him unique. No one 
has so successfully broken 
the rule of looking 
straight into the camera 
and thus straight at us, 
the audience.” Chaplin 
also kept his full figure on 
camera in scene after 
scene, giving his audience 
a chance to watch a con¬ 
summate acrobatic per¬ 
former at work. 

Chaplin chose Virginia 
Cherrill, a beautiful 
blonde socialite, for the 
blind heroine of “City 
Lights.” However, she had 
little interest in acting. 
She proved hard to coach 
and was habitually tardy; 
halfway through filming 
Chaplin was ready to fire 
her. “This was not the 
girl’s fault,” he later con¬ 
ceded. “I had worked my¬ 
self into a neurotic state 
of wanting perfection.” 
Virginia Cherrill aban¬ 
doned her budding 
movie career to become 
the Countess of Jersey. 

“City Lights” opened to 
critical acclaim, with im¬ 
patient crowds paying the 
princely price of $11 a 
ticket to see it. “Charlie 
Chaplin’s new picture 
premiered at the George 
M. Cohan Theatre last 
evening,” wrote a Man¬ 
hattan reviewer, “and 
proved that silence—if 
it’s Chaplin who’s 
silent—is still golden.”

How big is the Disney Studio?-M. M., 

New Orleans, La. 

Built in 1940, the Studio covers 44 
acres. There is a backlot of outdoor sets, 
plus buildings for animation, camera, ink 
and paint, sound recording, editing, 
costume and music, marketing, etc. And, 
finally, there are four sound stages for 
live-action filming. The last was built 
specifically to house the fantastic 
leprechauns’ throne room for “Darby 
O’Gill and the Little People” (see page 8).

Reluctant Dragon.” What was the last 
TV show he hosted ?-P F. G., Mokena, III. 

Walt Disney died on December 15, 
1966. He had, however, already filmed his 
TV show introductions for the entire 
season, so the remainder of the shows 
were aired with Walt as host.
